U.S. Some — ; 
102 Million in 1946, 
Conference Hears

Jewish Appeai quota of $170,000,- 
000 was adopted this week at the 
national conference of the, UJA 
meeting here. 

A record $102,000,000 was 
raised by the UJA in 1946, top- 
ping its $100,000,000 goal, it was 
revealed on the evening of the 
opening of the conference, which 
was attended by more than 1,500 
Jewish community leaders from 
all parts of the country. 

A report submitted to the meet- 


_ ing predicted that the final total 


of the UJA drive may reach $105,- 
000,000 before the end of the year. 
The national executive commit- 
tee heard reports from Isidor 
Coons and Henry Montor, execu- 
tive vice-chairmen of the UJA, 
revealing that some three million 
eontributors, including many 
Christians, had made possible the 
achievements of the 1946 goal, 
the largest sum ever raised by 
American Jewry. The report em- 
phasized that the $100,000,000 was 
three times greater than the 
amount contributed to the UJA in 
1945, 

In spite of the fact that the 
$100,000,000 drive exceeded its 
quota, the report disclosed that 
with the funds made available by 
the UJA, its constituent agencies 
were able to meet only the min- 
imum needs during the current 
year. The JDC has spent more 
than $58,000,000 this year; the 
UPA spent $52,000,000 and the 
USNA spent $2,810,836. 

State Dept. Aide Warns 

The decision to raise $170,000,- 
000 this year was taken following 
an address by Maj. Gen. John H, 
Hilldring, Assistant Secretary of 
State, in which he declared that 
neither the U.S. Army nor the 
projected International Refugee 
Organization will be able by 
themselves to meet the needs Sf 
the displaced Jews in the coming 
year. 

Patterson for Admission 

Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson, who also addressed 
the conference, emphasized his 
support for President Truman’s 
proposal “for the speedy admis- 
sion of 100,000 Jewish displaced 
persons to Palestine” and ex- 
pressed the hope that Truman’s 
proposal: to authorize a limited 
number of displaced persons to

Masaryk Advises Jews 

Jan Masaryk, Foreign Minister 
of Czechoslovakia, underscored 
the inadequacy of intergovern- 
mental. machinery in providing 
for the surviving Jews. He ad 
vised American Jewry not to rely 
on governmental or intergovern- 
mental agencies to perform the 
tasks of rehabilitation and re- 
settlement. 

Among Jewish leaders who ad- 
dressed the conference were 
Henry Morgenthau, Jr., former 
Secretary of the Treasury; Rob- 
ert R. Nathan, former Deputy 
Director of Reconversion; Ed- 
ward M. M. Warburg, chairman 
of the Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee; William Rosenwald, national 
chairman of the United Jewish 
Appeal; Dr. Joseph J. Schwartz, 
chairman of the European Execu- 
tive Council of the J.D.C.; Edwin 
Rosenberg, president of the 
United Service for New . Ameri- 
cans; Morris Rothenberg, na- 
tional co-chairman of the United 
Palestine Appeal, and Mrs. David 
M. Levy, chairman of the na- 
tional women’s division of the 
U.J.A. 

While about 26,000 Jewish ref- 
ugees reached Palestine in one 
way or another during 1946, only 
18,000 entered the-United States 
during the same period, it was 
revealed at the conference.

There were some commenis 
during discussions in thé Resolu- 
tions Committee when the goal 
was set and later in the hall- 
ways about the tremendous goal, 
but that was to be expected. Mr. 
Montor said the money was 
there, the need was there and 
the goal would be reached. 

When the quota was “adopted” 
by the full conference, there was 
no chance permitted for discus- 
sion or dissent, but it is doubt- 
ful whether any discussion would 
be helpful. 

Asked if any of the few top 
givers who now will probably 
have to add to their contribu- 
tions that last year_ran to such 
figures as a half million and 
a million dollars, Mr. Montor said 
no. He said that last year it was 
several months later in Wash- 
ington, D. C., that these large 
gifts had been announced. 

The Resolutions Committee, 
which at this conference was the 
conference, convened for six and 
one-half hours Sunday. It was 
here that the goal was set, and 
it was here that the questions 
which the campaigning for such 
a large amount would raise, were 
thrashed out. 

The survey conducted by the 
Robert Nathan Associates (he 
was on the program) must have 
played a large part in the de. 
termining of the goal. Mr. Na- 
than’s figures showed that the 
Jewish community had given only 
a very small part of its income 
to the U.J.A. last year.

Know What To Answer 
An Unbeliever 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

American Reform’s gift to 
Brockton, Mass., surveyed the 
chaotic scene of Jewish life in 
these United States and in an ar- 
ticle! recently published invited, 
in a tone of condescending pity, 
both the Conservative and the 
Orthodox Jews of America to em- 
brace Reform as the sure and 
high road to salvation. To but- 
tress his argument that the times 
are ripe for such a change he 
cites the case of one wayward 
| Orthodox Chaplain and one hypo- 

| eritical Conservative Rabbi who 
‘betrayed the trust reposed in 
them and violated the practices 
of the religion which they 
| preached. 

If the worthy ex-chaplain’s rea- 
soning is correct and one can in- 
diet an entire group because of 
the failure of a single individual 

| fa practice incidentally, well be- 
loved by anti-Semites in all ages) 
then I would have the right to 
make some painful assumptions 
about Reform Rabbis in general 
and our adversary in particular. 

During a recent visit to a dis- 
tant community for purposes of 
a United Jewish Appeal talk, I 
sat on fhe dais with a young 
Reform Rabbi who quietly as- 
sured me that he and many of 
his fellows no longer believe in 
God as a Creator and Guide of 
human destinies but in some 
vague concept conveniently call- 
ed God but essentially understood 
to be nothing more than a unify- 
ing principle? needed by our gen- 
eration, but to be disposed of 
eventually when the forward 
march of progress will result in 
a moral and social order that 
would no longer need religion 
and its concepts. 

To my protestations that men 
like him hayg no moral right to 
be in any pulpit, he responded 
that “the religion we preach is 
primarily ethical and moral 
rather than creedal and dogmatic 
and the term God is merely used 
for the backward generations 
that still need a fixed idea in 
their minds.” Another less radi- 
cal Reform Cleric spoke to me 
_ im a southern army camp in utter 
| consternation and dismay “Look 
here, Rabbi Kellner, most of these 
boys in my command come from 
New York, many of them have 
gone to Yeshiva and they want 
me to lead a class in Talmud and 
bombard me with questions that 
I can’t even begin to answer. 
The least of them knows more 
than I and the best of them prob- 
ably more than my teachers, so 
how can I be their Chaplain?” 

Were I to follow the Goldbur- 
gian thesis in logic I would an- 
nounce that by these admissions, 
all Reform Rabbis are atheists, 
ignoramuses, or both, allowing 
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SECRETARY AVERS THINKING “SO 


Editor, the Jewish Post, 

First of all, may I compliment 
you on the controversial (I am 
almost tempted to say fighting) 
character of your newspaper. 
Everybody disagrees with every- 
one else, often in the most in- 
sulting and derogatory manner. 
I come from a fighting race my- 
self and these verbal assaults de- 
light me. 

However, I must confess that 
I was annoyed when the article 
by Rabbi Goldburg was attacked 
so violently on the one hand and 
so mildly on the other by two 
correspondents, one a doctor and 
the other a Hillel Foundation 
leader. Perhaps my annoyance 
results fom the fact that I typed 
the article for my boss and dis- 
cussed it with him before he sent 
it to you. 

The one writer calls the ar- 
ticle “Puerile and gossip fraught.” 
“It does not warrant serious con- 
sideration or discussion,” she de- 
clares, whereupon she proceeds 
to discuss it, bitterly, for three 
paragraphs. I am amazed that 
she should consider the boss’s 
solid comment as “defamation” 
and “debunking.” 

Is it defamation to report that 
a number of “Orthodox” chap- 
lains have left the Rabbinate 
after separation from the serv- 
ice? Is it debunking to report 
that a number of these men 
learned to live comfortably and 
conveniently without recourse to 
“Kashruth? Is it surprising that 
separation from the congrega- 
tion, the Kosher home, the area 
of rigid ritual enforcement should

lead to non-observance and then 
to a revaluation of what the 
doctor calls “authentic values”? 


It may be disillusioning and’ 
disappointing to the Orthodox 
and the rigid ritualist. But there 
it is, an interesting phenomenon. 
The ex-chaplain didn’t create it. 
He merely observed and reported 
it. Indeed, he discussed the situa- 
tion at length with a number of 
chaplains and rabbis who de- 
plored the fact that some rabbis, 
having gained valuable experi- 
ence and insight during the war 
years, should choose to leave the 
rabbinate. 


It is his viewpoint (and why 
anyone should question his right 
to declare it, I do not know) that 
these Orthodox Rabbis should 
not be considered renegades, un- 
fit to occupy their pulpits. They 
should be in a position to lead 
their co-religionists, members and 
coworkers to a higher concept of 
Jewishness. In their home town 
they will find thousands of re- 
turned GIs who departed from 
the traditional observance of 
Kashruth. Indeed, they won’t 
have to look far to discover 
among their congregants a per- 
centage of double-standard ob- 
servers, strict ritualists at home. 
and non-ritualists away from 
home. These people are waiting 
to be freed from meaningless and 
superstitious practices, confused 
by them and by many Orthodox 
rabbis and educators with reli- 
gious or “authentic values.” 


Now, may I comment briefly 


onthe Hillel leader’s letter. He 
raises a question and it ‘deserves 
an answer. Question, “I am curi- 
ous to know Why Rabbi Goldburg 
called for black coffee after his 
hamburgers. Was this merely a 
matter of taste or did some re- 
ligious symbolism lurk in this 
gesture.?” 

Answer. The rabbi was weaned 
on black coffee and has_ been 
drinking it black all his life. I 
put the question to him and he 
said, “Patrick, I hate to disap- 
point this feller but there is no 
religious symbolism lurking in 
this gesture.” 

“Besides, Patrick,” he added, 
“what has the intake of food or 
beverage to do with religion? It 
is an ancient, antiquated taboo 
and Reformers repudiated it a 
hundred years ago.” 

I let him read the Hillel man’s 
letter in its entirety and he 
singled out this sentence for com- 
ment. “One doesn’t join this 
movement (Reform) out of sheer 
disappointment with Orthodoxy.” 
Said he, “Disappointment? That’s 
a good starting place. Our move- 
ment has flourished because men 
and women were disappointed 
and disillusioned with Ortho- 
doxy. Dissatisfaction with’ Ortho- 
doxy may be said to be the gene- 
sis of Reform. 


“Patrick,” he said, (despite my 
importunings) “I am not going 
to answer the critics. If you wish 
to do so you may. I only want 
to quote an old Gaelic proverb 
with which you may be familiar, 
Patrick. “Dyeg dyotto estunia 
behunda, hya strellok byelpr.” 
This means, “When you throw a 
stone at a pack of dogs, the one 
that yelps is the one that has 
been hit.” That is all. ‘

the Sage of Brockton to make his 
own choice and select his own 
classification. 

THE NONSENSICAL conclu- 
sions of the author could surely 
go unanswered but we cannot ig- 
nore his attack on Orthodox sol- 
diers, and his contemptuous ref- 
erence “the few, very few who 
insisted on a half-way observance 
of Kashruth” is a foul blow that 
should not go unchallenged. His 
remark runs counter to the ob- 
servation of other Chaplains and 
even that of my limited experi- 
ence with the A. A, F. T. T. C. in 
Miami Beach during the spring 
and summer of 1942. Instead of 
the line of least resistance which 
he advocates, there were count- 
less boys there who struggled val- 
iantly to keep from eating non- 
kosher food and there were even 
those who drilled all day under 
the murderous heat of the Au- 


gust sun and yet fasted on Tishei., 


Beav. His snide remarks are a 
descredit to him and not to the 
countless men who went for 
months without a cooked méal 
and subsided on dry food or on 
the contents of packages received 
from home, from the Young Is- 
rael, Agudas Israel and local Syn- 
agogues. His charges are belied 
by the experience of a dear friend 
of mine in Baltimore who could 
have remained a civilian if he 
would enter wark work, but he in- 
stead enlisted saying “If I am a 
oldier and must violate the Sab- 

th I have no choice, but as a 
civilian I will never do it.” This 
from a young father of four 
small children. 

Our embittered critic who did 
not meet the real Orthodox boys 
must have been the rare indi- 
vidual who found the reformed 
Jewish soldiers that other Jewish 
Chaplains apparently could not 
see’. The fact that the Services 
was not completely Orthodox 
was a matter of expedience and 
not of principle, as testified unto 
by a Conservative Chaplain 






whose honest convictions precede 
his own preferences.4, 

TO RIDE ON THE SABBATH 
may be “nonsense” to the 
doughty champion of Reform and 
maybe he can enlighten me by 
answering an old question. What 
must a Reform Jew do in order 
to violate the Sabbath? Can a 
Reform: Rabbi do anything on the 
seventh day and still observe the 
Fourth Commandment to which 
he pays such frequent and flow- 
ery lip service or is Reformism a 
Religion reminiscent of a flashy 
arid loud musical comedy the re- 
curring refrain of which is “Any- 
thing Goes?” It is a brazen as- 
sumption and boundless arro- 
gance on the part of those who 
drive their youth into Unitarian 
Church and their elderly folks to 
Christian Science by their trans- 
parent hypocricy, to differentiate 
for us between “inconsequen- 
tials” and “essentials.” The con- 
clusion that “the strongholds of 
Orthodoxy are crumbling” must 
have been reached after observ- 
ing that in his present habitat 
of Massachusetts Yeshiva Paro- 
chial Schools were recently estab- 
lished in Chelsea, Worcester, 
Springfield and two of them in 
Boston. It seems that friend 
Goldburg’s eloquent peroration5 
against Yeshivas did not go very 
far in his own State. His further 
boast that Reform is. being 
strengthened in New England is 
probably based on the observa- 
tion that there does not exist a 
single Reform Congregation in 
the States of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont. The situation 
throughout the country could 
best be gauged by the fact that 
Reform Brethren found it neces- 
sary to organize a _ cavalcade, 
which is to scour the countrysides 
with evangelical fervor in search 
of converts and adherents. 

Our author slipped badly when 
he attributed to Reform sources 
the motheaten argument that 
“what goes into one’s mouth is 








not important, only what goes 
out of it.” If our noble warrior 
would spend less time attacking 
conscientious objectors’ and more 
studying Jewish History, he 
would be aware that this has 
been a stock phrase of mission- 
aries and those spokesmen of 
Christianity who in the darkest 
days of the Middle Ages at- 
tempted forcible conversions on 
the heel of such dogmas as he 
quoted’. 

“In general the greatest sin of 
the Reformists is that they take 
the name of the Almighty “into” 
their mouths without observing 
His commands and without hon- 
oring His laws. 


One would like to know more 
about the nature of the Reform 
which we are asked to join. Is it 
the kind that apes Christianity 
and hopes to be like it as much 
as possible? The historian Graetz 
whom no one can accuse of Orth- 
odox predelictions characterized 
such Reform 80 years ago when 
he called it “a mimicry of anda 
fawning to Christianity.” Per- 
haps the gentleman has in mind 
the Reform variety of Houston 
whose spokesman wants to put 
all of Judaism into a little 
“schachtel” and bury ‘box and 
contents together. 


THIS REFORM apologetic 
would have been incomplete with- 
out at least an indirect reference 
to a long exploded and almost fan- 
tastic “mission” theory and our 
author indeed harks nostalgically 
back to the “missionary zeal” of 
Isaac M. Wise and the early Re- 
formers. Perhaps he ought to 
read the story related by one of 
his Reform colleagues about a 
pious old Jew who was prevailed 
upon to visit a Reform Temple 
one Friday night. The Rabbi as 
usual was holding forth most unc- 
tiously about the mission of Re- 
form and every time that word 
was mentioned the old gent shook 
his head approvingly. When

ment, the ancient one simply re _ 
marked “this is the one thing yoy

cent issue of the Congress 
Weekly!! in which the phenome 
nal growth of the Young Israe} 
movement is acclaimed in the 
following words, “In a _ sense 
Young Israel ig an army of pio. 
neers breaking new ground and 
building a new form of life ip 
the midst of American Jewry, 
While 30,000 dues-paying mem. 
bers of a fraternal or political or. 
ganization are a power, 30,000 
deeply self-conscious and devoted 
pioneers are a formidable force.” 
This unsolicited acclaim comes 
from a_ secular’ organization 
whose National head is generally 
considered America’s number one 
Reformed Rabbi.!2 

Speaking for the millions: of 
American Jews who believe, and 
who with affiliations demonstrate 


that Orthodoxy in America has a‘ 


sure and bright future, I gra- 
ciously remind the gentleman 
who extended the invitation that 
the one thing the ancient Ro- 
mans were correct about was 
their appraisal of gift-bearing 
Greeks.13

Meader, who made his repor* 
following a two-week visit to 
Germany, said the displaced Jews 
were not fit material for immi- 
gration to the United States and 
that they were lazy and unwill- 
ing to work. He also charged 
that Jewish groups in America 
were organizing the movement 
of displaced Jews into the Amer- 
ican zone of Germany. 

Senator Kilgore of West Vii- 
ginia, chairman of the Commit- 
tee, in a letter to members of 


“the Committee, sharply attacked 


the reliability of the report as 
based on “impressions” and not 
“facts.” That section of the re- 
port dealing with displaced per- 
sons in general and the Jewish 
DP’s in particular, Kilgore criti- 
cized for casting discredit upon 
their feelings and motivations. 
He said it also discredited “hu- 
manitarian, religious and racial 
groups in the United States who 
sympathize with the plight of 
these unfortunate human beings.” 








Refugee Deportation 
Order is Denied 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency . 
WASHINGTON—The Immigra- 


tion and Naturalization Service 
of the Department of Justice has 
denied published reports that it 
has ordered the deportation to 
Europe of 1,800 stateless refu- 
gees now in the United States. 
“On the contrary,” the Depart- 
ment said, “the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service is doing 
its utmost to carry out the hu- 
manitarian program of President 
Truman in the entry into the 
country and the handling of dis- 
placed persons.” 

A considerable number of 
aliens admitted to the United 
States as temporary visitors 
were stranded here at the out- 
break of the war, the Depart- 
ment said, and the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service per- 
mitted “many thousands” to re- 
main in the country as visitors, 
giving them the opportunity of 
securing visas as quota immi- 


into Patestine against the will 
and the power of the British 
Government—all of them are not 
revealed by Stone for obvious 
reasons—are made public for the 
first time. . . .

It seems that one of the men was saying to the other: ‘Don’t 
get me wrong, Joe—some 2f my best friends are Catholics.’ . 
My friend, the priest, tells me that he doesn’t know whether the 
Jew jumped off the cliff or went back down the hill, because when 
the priest heard that crack about Catholics—he woke up.”

AL SEGAL Speaks on REBECCA'S ZIONISM 





r ad 
have just been looking at a photographic 
portrait of Rebecca. I don’t know that her 
name really is Rebecca, but I give her that 
name because it has the sound of music out 
of old times. 

Certainly it sings better than Betty Jane or 
Shirley Anne which are the kind of names 
girls get nowadays. Or she may be Esther or 
Rachel or one of the many other lovely names 
for girls that come out of the Bible. But she 
shall be Rebecca here. 

This is no essay on girls’ names, though. It 
has much more to do with the crate of big 
eggs that Rebecca is holding in this lovely 
portrait of her. Or, maybe, these aren’t eggs 
that Rebecca is lifting so easily with her 
strong arms. They may be oranges or lemons. 
I just can’t make out for 
sure, but I say they shall 
be eggs. 

Whether they are 
oranges, lemons or eggs 
they are Rebecca’s toil 
and so what’s the differ- 
ence whether they are 
oranges, lemons or eggs. 

I can fall in love with 
Rebecca at sight. She’s 
a fine-looking human being—strong, intelligent 
and handsome besides. She is the kind of young 
girl gentlemen dream of marrying some day, 
though I myself know nothing of that. I have 
been inveterately married a long time. 

But enough of this philosophizing. It’s about 
time to tell how I came across Rebecca. She 
came to me in the mails. I open a large, brown 
envelope I find on my desk, I pull out a 
brochure that it contains, I start to turn the 
pages and there on the first page is Rebecca 
smiling at me. 

The title on the brochure simply is “His- 
tadrut.” Yes, I’ve heard of Histadrut. It’s the 
name of the labor group in Palestine — the 
General Federation of Jewish Workers in Pal- 
estine—and this brochure was published to 
celebrate the 25th anniversary of Histadrut. 

REBECCA IS THE SYMBOL of all the noble 
toil that has gone into Palestine. She is all 
that I have cherished in Palestine: This gorg- 
eous human specimen that Palestine has pro- 
duced, this harvest of the work of her hands. 
She has never made a speech, never has aspired 
to take over the government of Palestine, never 
has tossed a bomb for the idea of Jewish na- 
tionhood. 





Rebecca’s conquest of Palestine has been 
made by the joyous toil of the barnyard: To 
help earn a living for herself and the com- 
munity by raising egg-giving chickens; to feel 
the pride of fine achievement in her work. She 
has added something to the riches of Palestine. 
She can feel Zionism enough in this. 


Yes, Rebecca is the supreme Zionist, a Zion- 
ist statesman among the many politicians. She 
and her work are the concept of Zionism held 
by many of us prior to the recent years when 
inept politicians began to shout for exclusive 


Jewish statehood in Palestine. 
had nothing to do with making a fruitful coun. 
try of Palestine; nothing to do with politics, 
with truculent demands for Jewish sovereignty 
in Palestine. It envisaged only a fine breed of 
people like Rebecca, grown tall and strong 
and beautiful out of the Palestine soil; its idea}. 
ism could feel expressed in such symbols ag 
Rebecca’s hands, made almost mystically lum- 
inous by toil. 

No, politics had nothing to do with it; the 
ambitions of Jews as to Palestine concerned 
only such things as Rebecca has been doing, 
or cultural institutions like the Hebrew Uni: 
versity in Jerusalem ‘which Judah Leon Mag. 
nes established, or the healing function of 
Haddassah. 

Lovely, smiling Rebecca! As I look at her she 
seems the fulfillment of the Zionist idea in its 
purer form; her work seems the fulfillment of 
the Biblical promise of a land of milk and 
honey. Her way is to win Paléstine by success. 
ful labor, not politics, not by controversial 
political demands that are self-defeating. She 
looks monumental with her crate of eggs. 

THE HISTRADRUT was presenting Rebecca 
as a kind of token, a product of its doing in 
Palestine. Yes, it has established 50 industria] 
co-operatives employing close to 1,500 workers, 
It was operating 150 industrial factories and 
workshops in agricultural collective settle- 
ments. In these 1,200 persons were employed. 
Two thousand workers were employed in 35 
other factories owned by Histdrut institutions. 
Histadrua co-operatives held 100 per cent of 
all passenger and 80 per cent of all freight 
transport in Palestine. The traffic was never 
interrupted during the war. Under Histadrut 
jurisdiction there are 24 co-operative savings 
and loan associations with a membership of 
28,000, with savings of ten million dollars, with 
capital and reserve of $750,000. Thus co-opera- 
tives help the Palestine worker when he builds 
a home, plants a garden, purchases tools. Tis- 
tadrut has a building co-operative which em- 
ploys thousands of workers at building houses, 
wharves, roads, airports and other industrial 
projects. Histadrut has an agricultural dis- 
tribution system, which under the label 
“Tnuva,” guarantees the merits of the things 
it distributes—milk, butter, eggs, cheese, vege- 
tables, fruit and fish. (Like the labels of Bord- 
en, Sealtest and Squibb in the United States.) 

Yes, these are Rebecca and the Histadrut for 
you. Arabs can’t get fighting mad at Rebecca 
and Histadrut who toil and whose toil contains 
no politics that Arabs can be afraid of as 
something menacing to their pride. Their 
anger is for Zionist politicians—there are a 
lot of them among my neighbors—who have 
succeeded only in messing up the serenity in 
which Rébecca has been working by demanding 
Jewish sovereignty in a Jewish state in Pales- 
tine. 

Rebecca has established the nobler sover- 
eignty of gainful toil. May God bless Rebecca’s 
work with nlenty of hie eees next season.

His absolute 
physical -incapacity becomes a 
source of challenge*to his broth- 
er Irving, to Mary the latter’s 
Catholic wife, and above all to 
the pious and 


old father, 
Moishe Wolf, 
who promptly 


dedicates him 
self to his son’s 
welfare, even to 
the neglect of 
prayers, and his 
“‘husiness,” a 
petty grocery 
store. 

Rebelling against the poverty 
of his childhood, Irving, the older 
brother, determines to escape 
ffom it, and succeeds, when he 
becomes a “manufacturer” with 
Jews and non-Jews working on 
his “bundles” on the premises 
and in private homes. Financia’ 
guecess, however, does not bring 
happiness, and the cause, alas, is 
none other than his Irish wife, 
Mary. 

THE McCARTHYS are neigh- 
bors. Having failed to become a 
lawyer, Patrick, the father, finds 
solace in drink and in anti- 
Semitism, warning his children 
against having anything to do 
with Jews who “tortured Jesus 
Christ and crucified him.” Driven 
by hunger and the refusal of 
eredit by the Italian grocer, Mary 
the oldest daughter goes to 
Moishe Wolf’s store. There she 
cheerfully receives on credit all 
she asks for, and much more. 
She also meets Nathan, who 
evokes in her a devotion agd a 
love which become a joy and a 
consolation to the stricken youth. 
Sufficiently practical and saga- 
cious to realize the promising fu- 
ture in store for Irving, she leads 
the latter to break his troth with 
his Jewish fiancee, and to marry 
her instead. Patrick, the Cath- 
clic, is as heartbroken over his 
daughter’s marriage as is Moishe 
Wolf, the Jew. For several years 
the two young people at least on 
the surface live in forgetfulness 
of their respective families and 
their frustrations and poverty. 

The peace and happiness of 
her marriage is rudely broken 
when Mary, without the knowl- 
edge of her husband, and in vio- 
lation of an agreement that their 
children would be allowed to 
choose their own religion, has 
her infant son baptized in the 
Catholic faith. This fearfully 
arouses Irving’s slumbering, yet 
deep Jewish loyalties. He breaks 
with his wife, leaves her and the 
child he adores and becomes a 
brooding, unhappy creature. 


MARY’S INNER STRUGGLE 





_ With the problem of her unbap- 


tized child and of her yielding, 
@ven though she knew that Irv- 
ing would react furiously, is one 
of the most dramatic incidents in 
the entire volume, and the most 
Shameful. While Asch portrays 
the conflict between Mary and 
the priest honestly, he lacks the 
Courage to draw the inevitable 
and harsh implications and con- 
Clusions. This failure and cow- 


ardice constitutes a sin against 
truth and against tolerance, and 
against his own people and re- 
ligious heritage. 

Mary is driven to go to the 
priest and to confess—something 
which she has not done since her 
marriage — while little Nathan 
takes seriously sick. Hovering 
between life and death, the 
mother becomes morbidly ob- 
sessed with the imperative need 
for “saving his soul.” The priest, 
in the confessional, dares tell 
her, a woman married happily 
and legally for years, that ‘in the 
eyes of the church, you are an 
unmarried woman, living in sin.” 
Upon discovering that her son 
is unbaptized, the cleric bullies 
the mother with the dire threat 
as to “What will happen to his 
soul if he dies?” Concerning the 
agreement with Irving, the priest 
is contemptuous, furiously thun- 
dering “What sort of guarantee 
have you that he will grow up? 
What will happen to his soul if 
he dies?” The long terrifying or- 
deal in the confessional ends with 
the inhuman admonition that 
“the knowledge that your son is 
doomed will torture your days 
and rob you of your sleep at 
night.” It is precisely such a 
strategy and such irrational fear 
which form the basis of clerical 
power and domination. To con- 
trol men’s lives on earth it is 
essential to pretend power over 
human déstiny-in the hereafter, 
and the supersitiious yield. 

When Asch does not protest 
and denounce such a theology, he 
behaves not only cowardly, but 
sins against truth, against God, 
and against the Jewish religion. 
That the Almighty God merciful 
and loving, can have no com- 
merce with so pernicious, foul and 
immoral a doctrine, that the 
soul of a child is doomed because 
water was not sprinkled upon its 
body by a priest, Asch knows 
only too well. If God would so 
behave, if the Divine would ac- 
tually condemn a soul to eternal 
purgatory because it was not 
baptized, God would not be 
worthy to worship. He would 
deserve detestation. He would 
not be God but Satan. When 
Asch cowardly fails to declare 
this basic religious postulate, he 
is false to his own soul, and to 
his Jewish heritage. 

INSTEAD OF scornfully re- 
jecting this hideous doctrine, in- 
stead of denouncing it with right- 
eous indignation, Asch condones 
it and of course in the name of 
so-called good-will and better un- 
derstanding, so as not to offend 
the Catholic Church. While the 
church does not move a single 
inch, while Patrick McCarthy re- 
mains inflexible and unbending 
in his hatred for Judaism and in 
loyalty to his own religion, Asch 
has Irving the Jew meekly yield 
to the fact of his son’s baptism, 
presumably because Judaism is 
an inferior religion. He even goes 
to the grotesque extreme of hav- 
ing the old and strictly orthodox 
Moishe Wolf accept the Catholic 
boy as his grandchild. For a 
man of Moishe Wolf’s belief and 
ai tecedents, such behavior is in- 
conceivable, and impossible. One 
thing Asch does not do, namely 
have the child hold his crucifix 
and rosary in the presence of his 
Jewish grandfather, or invite 
him to kiss it in holy adoration. 

Had Asch had an iota of self-

respect or reverence for Juda- 
ism, for God, and for truth, had 
he not suffered from a burning 
inferiority complex, and a _ se- 
cret yearning for Christian ac- 
ceptance, he would have provided 
a radically different end to the 
story. Little Nathan would have 
become a Jew, and Mary a con- 
vert to Judaism, not because 
their souls need salvation from 
hell; in Judaism the pious of all 
peoples are saved, and not by 
water sprinkling, but by good 
deeds alone—but because of the 
inherent and unsurpassed truth, 
reasonableness and purity of the 
religion of the Jew. The most 
fantastic and ridiculous element 
in the story is that Mary, whose 
whole life was moulded and fash- 
ioned by Jews and a Jewish fam- 
ily, should have preferred her 
child a Catholic for the ungodly 
immoral reason that his soul 
would otherwise be doomed. 


THAT ASCH CONCLUDES 
“East River” with a Jew becom- 
ing a Catholic harmonizes with 
the shameful pattern which has 
become habitual with him of 
glorifying Jesus and Paul and 
Christianity, at the expense of 
Judaism. This latest gesture of 
“good will” simply indicates the 
goal whither he is drifting. It 
would surprise no one if Asch 
would discover one day that his 
soul needs “salvation,” as des- 
perately as that of little Na- 
than’s, and that baptism alone, 
a la the bogus “chief rabbi” of 
Rome, could deliver him from the 
fires of hell. 

What makes this sympathy for 
Catholicism, a sympathy which 
borders on worship and adora- 
tion, incredible is that Asch 
knows the Jews, their struggles 
and aspirations, so intimately. 
Deep down in his sinful, bewild- 
ered heart, Asch loves his peo- 
ple, and has deep compassion for 
their sufferings at the hands of 
a Christian world. Renegade 
though Asch is, he knows only 
too well how much purer, more 
rational, and more noble mono- 
theistic Judaism is than Catholic- 
ism with its Trinity and dogmas. 

A SUBCONSCIOUS awareness 
of the truth which he distorts and 
suppresses must have impelled 
this gifted and erring Jew to end 
“East River,” which he knew 
would outrage the religious sen- 
Sibilities of his fellow Jews, with 
a moving description of Moishe 
Wolf’s final visit to his “Has- 
Sidic Stiebel,” to that little ghetto 
prayer house which he attended 
regularly, and which always pro- 
vided him with hope and 
strength. The holy faith of the 
Jew and the divine ecstasy which 
simple, burdened and _ impov- 
erished Jews find on the Sabbath 
in the proximity of their rabbi, 
and in unpretentious synagogue 
premises are nobly portrayed. 
The mystic power of Judaism, 
and of the Sabbath, to raise hum- 
ble and harassed Jews to celes- 
tial heights, to carry their souls 
heavenward, is touchingly de- 
picted. 

Did Asch intend the closing 
pages of “East River” to be 
atonement and expiation for the 
grievous sin of deliberately allow- 


| ing a Jew born into the house- 


hold of Israel and faith of Juda- 
ism to exchange it for a religion 
with which Israel has refused to 
compromise for two thousand 
years? One wonders.

His father, a famous doctor, is 
remembered on the East Side, 
where Bernard lived his youth. 
The doctor founded the first free 
bath there. He founded it on a 
29th of October. Always on that 


day, Bernard comes and looks 
around. 

Very tall, and very firm and 
obstinate, especially about his 
atomic bomb plan, Baruch is a 
“Jewish brute.” That is, he is 
brutal when he has the facts. 
But he can’t be too hard.

HERE is an unfortunate notion among the many recent mem- 
bers of the Zionist movement that the American Zionist move- 
ment is ranged against the Jewish Agency. This writer has on 
previous occasions tried to point out the danger of such a notoin. 

Let me repeat it: the ZOA, Hadassah, the Labor Zionists in 
this country and in other countries, the Mizrachi in America, in 
Palestine and elsewhere, are all part of a World Zionist Organiza- 
tion, founded by Herzl in 1897. In 1929 the World Zionist Or- 
ganization decided to set up a Jewish Agency in which non-Zion- 
ists would be represented for the purpose of building Palestine 
as a Jewish homeland. In practice, the Jewish Agency is the gov- 
erning body of the World Zionist Organization. The supreme body 
of the World Zionist Organization is the World Zionsit Congress. 
The first Zionist Congress was convoked by Herzl in Basle in 
1897. The next one, to meet in Basle, December 9, is the 22nd 
Zionist Congress. 

Between Congresses the Jewish Agency acts. The Jewish 
Agency corresponds to a government. It has an Executive, whieh 
corresponds to a Cabinet, each member holding a portfolio. Eliezer 
Kaplan is in charge of finance and economic development. Moshe 
Shertok is in charge of the Political Department, that is, he is 
the Agency’s Secretary of State. Moshe Sneh was the Agency’s 
Secretary of Defense until he had to leave Palestine, etc. The more 
the Jewish Homeland grew, the more the Jewish Agency was 
like a government. Its seat has been in Jerusalem for some years; 
it has an imposing building and as governments go, it is quite 
efficient. 

GOVERNMENTS ARE RUN by parties. Sometimes, it is one 
party, other times it is a coalition. The Jewish Agency Executive 
is a coalition in which Labor predominates. The President, Chaim 
Weizmann, is a General Zionist, but the Prime Minister, David 
3en-Gurion, is a Labor Zionist. Some portfolios or Cabinet posts 

re held by General Zionists and Mizrachi (Rabbi Fishman is 
iizrachi), but the most important ones, except defense, are held 
vy Labor Zionists (Eliezer Kaplan is Labor-Zionist and is perhaps 
the most powerful and most capable man in the Agency Executive). 

American Zionists have criticized the Agency for certain acts, 
as American citizens or French citizens will criticize their own 
governments, but that does not mean they are in revolt or that 
they want to break away from the Agency or destroy it. They 
want improvements; they want a new coalition in which General 
Zionists and American Zionists in particular will be better repre- 
sented; they claim the Executive was formed nine years ago and 
that it needs a new mandate. The coming Congress, after a cer- 
‘ain amount of hot air and horse-trading in committee rooms, 

uch as usually take place in all Parliaments, will arrive at some 
ettlement.more or less satisfactory to most delegates. 

But while governments are criticized, the business of govern. 
ment goes on. The Jewish Agency has been carrying on the gov- 
crnment of the Jewish Homeland in behalf of the Jews of Pales- 
tine and the Jews of the world. It has settled the Negev; it has 
brought in immigrants; it has helped the Jews of Europe (inci- 
dentally, all the schools in the Jewish DP camps in Germany are 
conducted by the Jewish Agency), It has often co-operated with 
the Jewish Joint Distribution Committee, and that co-operation has 
been growing; it has been dealing not only with the British Gov- 
‘rnment, but with other governments as well. Whatever one may 
iink of Nahum Goldmann’s mission to Washington, he was the 
imissary of the Jewish Agency to the United States Government 
ind the United States Government received him as such. 

IN THE PAST TWO YEARS the Jewish Agency Executive 
has done something in Washington which is very smart. Too bad 
they had not thought of it before, but they have done it, and it is 
a good thing. They went and bought a house in Washington on 
Massachusetts avenue (Embassy Row) and they put a Palestinian 
in charge of it. I have been there twice. I have had an opportunity 
to find out what it does and how it deals with the State Depart- 
ment and what the State Department and important non-Jewish 
leaders and journalists think of it. We have in Washington a fine 
embassy-in-the-making representing a state-in-the-making. We have 
in Eliahu Epstein a fine diplomatic servant, a fine ambassador-in- 
the-making, or consul-general in the making. 

Last week I spent about five days in Washington finding 
out things. I was at the State Department for an hour, and I was 
glad to hear a high official say, “We are very fond of Eliahu.” I 
could see that what they liked about him was his character, his 

\personality, his reliability and, to no small degree, the fact that 
he comes from Palestine. As a Palestinian Jew taking his orders 
from Jerusalem, he is so much like a diplomatic representative 
f another country and the building on 2100 Massachusetts avenue 
3 so much like an embassy. A hard-boiled State Department of- 
ficial ean’t get over-excited about Zionism when he can see it 
merely as a rabbi’s extravagant fancy. But when he meets Eliahu

Epstein day by day, the Jewish Palestine business begins to look 
like something real. 

The Jewish Agency for Palestine now has a building in New 
York, too. It moved from a small office at 342 Madison avenue, 
right over the American Zionist Emergency Council, to 18 East 
66th street. I confess, I felt a thrill when I first saw over that 
building in Hebrew letters the sign saying this is the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine. There is a sign in English, too. I have met 
some people in both offices—-New York and Washington. 

First ,let me introduce you to my friend, Lionel M. Gelber. I 
have been waiting for this opportunity to tell you more about 
him. I have known him, his father, his mother, his sister and 
his brothers for nearly twenty years. His two kid-brothers, of 
whom one is now President of the Toronto Zionist Council and 
the other is the rising young star of the JDC, were my pupils. 
His brother, Marvin, and I worked together on the Jewish Standard, 
He is now very active in the Canadian branch of the Palestine 
Economic Council. His sister, Sylva, went to Palestine some ten 
years ago. Until a couple of years ago, she was Henrietta Szold’s 
right hand, then she joined the government service in the Pales- 
tine Labor Department. Lionel’s uncle, Moishe, was the president 
of the Toronto Talmud Torah, and his son, Eddie, now on his way 
to Baste, as a delegate from Canada, is the only rich man’s son 
I know of who spent four years at the Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary for no other purpose but to learn something, and he was 
an excellent student. 

I FIRST HEARD of Lionel when he sent a long message to 
the Canadian Young Judean Convention in Ottawa telling them how 
to run things. He was about seventeen years old at the time. Just 
about that time he published his first article in the Menorah 
Journal, if I am not mistaken. He was an Anglo-Jewish writer in 
his teens, and a pretty good one at that, when, a little later, he 
received the Rhodes scholarship which took him to England for 
about ten years or so. There he became an authority on inter- 
national law and on British-American relations. His books on the 
subject are well known. When I see the Jewish Agency putting 
Eliahu in charge of its Washington office nad engaging Lionel as 
its political adviser, I am beginning to have respect. Maybe we 
shall soon catch up on our diplomacy and show the world we can 
be as good at it as we have shown ourselves to be in colonization 

(P.S. Lionel is very handsome.) 

If I were not so shy, I might tell you how attractive and per- 
sonable is Dorothy Adelson, also a fairly new acquisition at the 
Agency, and how much better she knows Spanish than I do. But 
I think I have already mentioned that once, anyway. 

Then there is Tuvia Arazi. I ran into him once by accident 
when I first came to see the Agency office in Washington. I was 
waiting downstairs for Eliahu to receive me when I walked into 
a spare office seeing a fellow working with Arab papers. So I 
addressed him in Hebrew and we got to talking, and I found he 
was a nice, bright fellow. Then, one time later, I called for Lionel 
at the New York office and there is that fellow, Arazi. He walked 
along with us, and I noticed he was limping. Then he said he was 
going to the hospital to fix his foot or something. Some few days 
later I telephoned, because I liked the fellow and wanted to get 
to know him better, but I was told he was in the hospital for a 
few weeks. 

Now, what do you think it was? “Mr. Arazi of the. staff of 
the Political Department of the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem and 
regarded as one of the foremost Arab experts, sustained a com- 
pound fracture of the left ankle which resulted in fission. Mr. 
Arazi sustained his injuries while escaping from the Gestapo in 
Syria, where he had led the Jewish intelligence agents acting as 
an advance party in the Allied occupation of Syria.” 

I HAVE DWELT on the personnel and personal side of the 
Jewish Agency. Being personal is my specialty and I wanted to 
win a bet that I could write a column that will do more praising 
than knocking. But there is more. I shall make it brief. 

The Jewish Agency performs not only political work, in Wash- 
ington, New York and Lake Success, but also economic functions. 
Like all embassies, it protects the interests of its citizens, fa- 
cilitates and promotes trade, etc. In this respect, it has met with 
a great deal of recognition and co-operation on the part of the 
State Department and now and then also the British Government. 

There is the fascinating story of how the Agency office here 
managed to get India to allow shipments of groundnuts to Pales- 
tine despite.the embargo. India clamped an embargo on ground- 
nuts in retaliation for England’s embargo on wheat. No ground- 
nuts for Palestine, no oils, no fodder, no dairy stuff. The Yizhar 
and the Shemen factories, employing over 1,000 people, were going 
to shut down. The fodder, which is a by-product, would not be 
available for Palestine’s Jewish cows. ;

Fortunes Under Dust 

AM NOT going to wait for the period of spring house-cleaning 

to make an earnest plea for the careful preservation of records, 
old books, letters, etc., which may have historic value. Untold 
treasures in the history of our people in this country still remain 
tucked away in hidden corners, where least expected, and many 
priceless items are annually thrown onto the rubbish heaps or 
burned by unthinking people who little realize the value of such 
materials. 

In hundreds of attics or basements, I am confident, there are 
piles of old Jewish magazines or newspapers, perhaps twenty-five 
cr fifty or more years old. All these have value, not in: terms of 
dollars and cents, but in terms of research matter, and as links in 
the chain of Jewish history. It would not surprise me in the least 
to find, perhaps in a trunk or an old carton, in the attic of homes 
of descendants of early American Jewish families, copies or volumes 
of “The Occident,” or “The Maccabean,” or other early examples 
ot Jewish journalism in America. There are libraries all over the 
land which would be only too glad to provide a final and secure 
home for such magazines. 

RECORDS OF ORGANIZATIONS, which on the face of them 
would seem of no importance, may open up new areas of research 
ir, the history of the American Jewish community. Early treasurer’s 
books, or volumes of secretary’s minutes of a synagogue, school, 
B'nai B’rith lodge, or other group should find a place in the proper 
library, where they will be accessible to students and historians. 
They should NOT be discarded by the energetic janitor or the space- 
saving housewife as worthless. It is tragic to think of the precious 
and irreplaceable documents which have been ruthlessly destroyed 
by persons who had not the faintest idea of their worth. 

Unfortunately the lay person is not always the only one guilty. 
Amateur librarians in many synagogues are often guilty of similar 
crimes against history in their desire to “clean out” the old and 
make way for the new. Space is never so precious that it cannot 
harbor, for a little longer, the records and relics of the past. I have 
come on the scene too late in instances where a synagogue janitor, 
obeying orders to “straighten up” a neglected corner of an old store- 
room, has destroyed the entire recorded history of the Jewish com- 
munity. They seemed to be just moldy old books, and yellowed 
files of letters. 

IF THE FULL HISTORY of Zionism in America is ever written 
it will be only after reference to private letters in the hands of 
scores of persons in all parts of the country. Sometimes huge files 
of letters, reports and other documents accumulate in the homes 
of leading personalities. Sentiment dictates their preservation for a 
reasonable number of years after demise, but uniess there are 
family members with a sense of discrimination, such accumulations 
are often junked in toto, and another unwritten chapter of history 
disappears forever. 

It should hardly be necessary to indicate the value of recorded 
history. People do understand, but they often fail to appfeciate 
how the immediate records or papers in their possession may have 
value. You are not in a position to determine value, and what may 
seem to you like useless trash, may prove the rarest kind of ma- 
terial to the proper scholar or historian. 

THIS IS A PLEA, then, to halt the further thoughtless destruc- 
tion of old books, records, papers. Before any such materia) is dis- 
carded, call in some local person whose judgment may be trusted, 
your rabbi, or librarian. or Anglo-Jewish editor, and have him ap- 
praise the stuff. I trust that he too, will be properly discriminating. 
And where there may be doubt, write to any of the national! institu- 
tions which might be interested, such as the American Jewish His- 
torical Society or the Zionist Archives. and Library. Write to me 
and tell me briefly what you have, and I'll try to advise you on its 
disposition. 

But for heaven’s sake, don’t throw things away without think- 
ing twice. And don’t rely solely on.your own judgment in such mat- 
ters.

| of the First World War. Great 
_ Britain and her Allies faced a 
great problem. The German sub- 
marines blockading the seas had 
shut off the supply of a vital 
material needed for making ex- 
plosives. Without this material, 
the Allies could not manufacture 
ammunition and the war would 
be lost to the enemy. 

When things looked darkest, 
news came that a Jewish chemist 
had developed a formula for mak- 
ing the needed ingredient from 
materials which were plentiful 
in England. He offered his for- 
mula to his government, and it 
was thankfully accepted, for now 
England could manufacture ex- 
plosives in spite of all the Ger- 
man submarines. 

THE CHEMIST was invited to 
the palace to receive the thanks 
of the government, and the Prime 
Minister, Lloyd George said, “The 
Empire and the Allies feel a debt 
of deep gratitude to you. What 
ean we do for you in the way 
of honer?” 

The chemist replied, “I seek no 
great things for myself. All I 
want is an opportunity to help 
my people,” and he asked for 
Britain’s aid in making Palestine 
once again the Jewish homeland. 

THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT 
was sympathetic, and two years 
later, issued the Balfour Declara- 

“tion. This declared to the world 
that Great Britain would use its 
power to help make Palestine a 
Jewish homeland. 

So it seemed that the hope of 
Chaim Weizmann for a home for 
his people might come true. 
Even as a little boy in a Russian 
village, Weizmann thought sadly 
of the fate of the Jewish people 
wandering from country to coun- 
try and wished ardently to help 
them. * 

AS 1 GREW OLDER, his 
chemistry studies in Germany 
and Switzerland took all his at- 
tention until he received his de- 
gree in chemistry at the age of 
24. Then he became the leader 
of a group of Zionists , young 
men, who believed they could 
raise enough money to buy Pal- 


CHAIM WEIZMANN 


to nothing and had to be aban- 
doned. 

Chaim Weizmann found him- 
self in an English University, 
teaching chemistry, and he be- 
came a British subject. When his 
adopted country needed help, he 
came to her aid with his vital 
formula. 

THE BALFOUR DECLARA- 
TION came, and he then gave up 
his chemistry and put all his 
energies to work for Palestine. 
Now, if ever, he felt, was the 
time to make Palestine the Jew- 
ish homeland. 

For thirty years, he has been 
the world’s Zionist leader, and 
even today at 73, though he is 
ill and heartsick at Britain’s 
treatment of the Jews it had 
promised to befriend, Chaim 
Weizmann is still in the van- 
guard of those who fight for Pal- 
estine as a place for the home- 
less to live as free men in a Jew- 
ish State—Retold from “They 
All Are Jews” by Mac Davis, 
Jordan Publishing Company.

| What Fools These Morsels Be 


LEAH W. LEONARD 











IHESE days Egg Barley (Farfel) comes in neat little packages, 
dried and ready to cook, in salted boiling water, at a moment’s 
notice. But in Granny’s day Farfel was made by mixing an egg 
and very little cold water into a mound of sifted flour sufficient to 
make a ball of very hard dough, then gratingor chopping the dough 
into tiny bits which were dried out in the oven in shallow pans 
and stored in crocks or glass jars till wanted. And what delicious 
dishes can be made of Farfel! There’s Farfel and Green Beans, 
Farfel and Lentils or just plain Farfel to put into clear soup or 
serve with gravy. And, there’s Farfel and Prune Tzimmes, sweet 
and fragrant with spices, served after the meat or poultry course 
much like Luckshen Kugel, or puddings of that kind. Farfel in 
any form will be welcome now that fall and winter weather has 
come. Here are a few recipes handed down from olden days: 
Farfel and Green Peas 
% cup dry green peas or 3 cups boiling water 
1 cup fresh peas 1 onion, diced e 

% cup Farfel 3 tblsps. chicken fat 

% tsp. salt (or other shortening) 

Soak dry peas in cold water till soft, about 2 hours. Drain and 
boil in 2 cups cold water 35 fo 45 minutes, or till tender. Boil 
Farfel in salted boiling water, dropping in a little at a time and 
stirring to prevent lumps. Farfel should be tender in 10 to.12 
minutes. Drain water from Farfel and rinse with cold water, 
using a colander or soup strainer. Brown diced onion in fat and 
combine with peas and Farfel. Turn into a baking dish or casserole 
and bake 10 minutes to brown on top. Serve with meat ,poultry, 
gravy or in clear soup. (This recipe was requested by Mrs. Hoch- 
ner of Chicago, Mrs. Margolus of Detroit, and several other readers 
whose postcards were blotted badly.) 

Farfel and Lentils 

Lentils need not be soaked but should be cooked in salted 
water till tender, about 45 minutes, then drained and the liquid 
used in soup or gravy. Cook Farfel separately, drain and rinse 
and combine with browned onion and cooked Lentils. Bake in a 
casserole or serve plain, with soup, gravy, meat or poultry. Or, 
prepare with butter and top with a generous amount of grated 
cheese and slip under broiler flame to brown. Makes a good meat 
substitute. 

Farfel and Prune Tzimmes 
1 cup Farfel (dried) % tsp. cinnamon 
% |b. dried prunes A dash of allspice 
1% Ibs. brisket or beef Grated rind of 1 lemon 
(optional) 1 tbIsp. lemon juice 
1 onion 4 tbisps. sugar 
1 tsp. salt 

Braise the meat to brown on all sides, using a heavy pot that 
has been pre-heated. Brisket is fat enough in itself so no other 
fat is necessary. Add onion and cold water to cover the meat 
and cook 15 minutes, skimming frequently. Lift out the onion and 
add the Farfel a little at a time. More water may be added if 
necessary at this point. Bring all to a boil and add the washed 
prunes and other ingredients. Shake the pot gently after adding 
prunes, and occasionally while cooking, over low heat until all 
the liquid has been absorbed, approximately 114 hours. Turn all 
into a casserole and bake 30 minutes at 350° F., or till nicely 
browned on top. Boiled water may be added if necessary before 
baking, just enough to prevent sticking, but no more. Serve from 
the casserole after removing the meat to a separate platter, or 
cut the meat before baking and arrange at bottom or on top if 
desired. Honey or corn syrup may be substituted for sugar, and a 
larger quantity than given above may be used if you have a 
sweet tooth. 

Sourcream Rolls 

(Kolatchen) 

% cup butter 2 tbisps. sugar 
2 tblsps. sugar % tsp. salt 
3 egg yolks 3% cups sifted flour 
Grated rind of 1 lemon Cinnamon, raisins, citron ax 
3 tblsps. lukeworm milk needed 
1 cake yeast, rubbed with 2 egg whites 

Cream butter, sugar antl egg yolks. Add lemon rind and sour 
cream. Dissolve yeast in lukewarm milk and combine. Stir in the 
fiour that has been sifted with the salt to make a smooth batter. 
Drop from the end of a spoon into well greased small muffin pans 
or several inches apart on a well-greased cookie sheet. Let risé 
at room temperature. Brush the tops with beaten egg whites, 
decorate with raisins, citron or nuts, or sprinkle with cinnamon. 
Bake in a preheated oven 10 minutes at 450° F. until nicely 
browned. These are very light and rich and delicious! The recipe 
has been given me by a friend whose family hails from Bohemia 
‘of olden days). Here’s hoping this is the recipe you wrote for, 
Mrs. E. Schechter of Chicago. And loads of other readers who 
asked for “old-time sourcream buns” whose letters have been 


answered with a promise that this would appear in this column.

KASE of Elizabeth Expel- 
ling the Jews from Russia. 
Elizabeth, daughter of Peter the 
Great, was especially harsh in 
enforcing anti-Jewish laws. In 
her edict expelling the Jews 
from Little Russia she stated 
that “no other fruit may be ex- 
pected from the haters of Christ, 
the Saviour’s name, than ex- 
treme injury to our faithful sub- 
jects.” When the Senate, urged 
by the Little Russian Cossacks 
and the merchants of 
DEC. 2, Riga, decided to recom- 
1742 mend to the empress a 
more liberal treatment 
of the Jews, in view of the great 
losses that would otherwise re- 
sult to the two countries and to 
the imperial treasury, Elizabeth 
wrote on the margin of the re- 
port: “I will not derive any profit 
from the enemies of Christ.” 
Having discovered that her court 
physician, Sanchez, was a Jew, 
Elizabeth, notwithstanding the 
esteem in which he was held, 
summarily ordered him to resign 
from the Academy of Sciences 
and to give up his court prac- 
tice. The mathematician Leon- 
hard Euler, who was also a mem- 
ber of the Academy of Sciences, 
wrote from Berlin: “I doubt very 
much whether such strange pro- 
cedures can add to the glory of 
the academy.” Jt might be added 
that the fanatical empress perse- 
cuted the Mohammedans as well. 
In one year alone, she was re 
sponsible for the destruction of 
418 of the 536 mosques in the 
province of Kazan.

IRTH of Eduard Julius Fried- 
rich Bendemann, German- 
Jewish Painter. A member of 
the celebrated fraternity of the 
“Dusseldorf School,” he created 
a number of Biblically inspired 
paintings. His “Jews Mourning 
the Babylonian Exile” was con- 
sidered the masterpiece of the 
1832 exhibition of the Berlin 
Academy, and at once elevated 
the young artist to an equality 
with the leading painters of the 
day. From 1831 to 1835, Bende- 
man produced several of 
DEC. 3, his best works. His 
1811 “Jeremiah at the Fall of 
Jerusalem” was created 
upon the commission of the 
crown prince of Prussia.

What Did Silver And Bevin Discuss? 


HE important news for the Zionists these 
days is what Rabbi Silver and Foreign 
Minister Bevin discussed in their several con- 
ferences. Obviously these are not social calls 
and consequently they must concern some new 
offers in connection with Palestine. 

Nothing about the conference seems to have 
leaked out. One can learn what Rabbi Silver 
said, but what Bevin said is the best kept secret 
of the year. 

Still, ten days after these meetings, parti- 
tion seems to be a more or less accepted fact 
by leading Zionists, so that it can be assumed 
that nothing better or worse than a percentage 
discussion took place between Bevin and Silver. 


Who Are Zionism’s 


ROUGH what strange and devious 

ways the Zionist ideal and even classic 
Zionism has come to be the main talking 
point of the United Jewish Appeal, is not 
the concern of this editorial, but it was more 
than obvious—it was almost common-place to 
those at the Atlantic City meeting that Zionism 
is the UJA’s most effective appeal. 

Anti and non-Zionism has fallen on evil days. 
Up until the end of the war, the non-Zionist 
eould convince himself and even others on 
logic, but in the past year, the non-Zionist has 
had to deny current history over and above his 
past feat of denying his emotions. 


The hopes of the Zionists still seem to rest 
in whatever the U.S. government will ask or 
demand of Britain and the pressure of world 
public opinion. These are the same and only 
weapons available to Zionists for some time 
now. 

David Ben Gurion before leaving the United 
States pointed to another possibility, the hope 
of those of us opposed to partition, that Eng- 
land might permit immigration into Palestine 
without making any more decisions as to the 
future of Palestine. This, Ben Gurion indicated, 
Britain seems unwilling to do, being definitely 
persuaded at this point that a permanent de. 
cision must be made now. 


Best Adocates Now? 


At Atlantic City, except for the lapse of two 
weeks, and one other factor, last week-end 
could have been the Z.O.A. convention instead 
of the U.J.A. Conference. 


It is amazing, remarked a leader. of the Un- 
ion of American Hebrew Congregations, how 
even those who opposed our stand on neu- 
trality at the Biennial convention now can ap- 
plaud Zionist doctrine. At this point Nathan 
Straus declared “We are tired of immigration 
quotas. We want one piece of land we can 


call our own, our childrens’ and our children’s 
children’s”. And the audience applauded.

ALLOCATION OF U.J.A. FUNDS 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

An applecart does not come 
around asking to be upset. And 
most of us will turn back somer- 
saults for the sake of peace. But 
honesty, democracy and the jus- 
tice that makes peace possible 
stand high in our hierarchy of 
values. These objectives are 
prought into primary focus with 
the prospect of continuing the 
United Jewish Appeal, as it is 
presently constituted, into an- 
other astronomic goal for 1947. - 

The key to this problem is not 
the needs in Europe and Pales- 
tine. These needs, only leaders 
in day-to-day contact with the 
beneficiaries can estimate and 
present intelligently to the Amer- 
ican Jewish communities. Ful- 
filling these needs then becomes 
the responsibility of all of us, to 
the greatest degree our resources 
can be made available. And the 
system of posing a united front 
to our communities in the actual 
drives for funds is an aspect of 
the United Jewish Appeal we can 
searcely afford to replace. 

Where the present U.J.A. pic- 
ture is marred or blurred to the 
point demanding immediate cor- 
rection lies specifically in the de- 
cision by representatives of the 
vw... We UPA. ‘and the 
U.S.N.A. (N.R.S.) as to how the 
United Jewish Appeal totals 
shall be allocated among the 
three major distributing agencies. 
What are the reactions of the 
millions of contributors through- 
out the country to the rather ar- 
bitrary percentages announced 
“ex cathedra?” How do we feel 
about the annual battle of the 
giborim (or, for our purposes, 
“giants”) to wrest for their re- 
spective agencies the utmost that 
can be secured without disrupt- 
ing the whole U.J.A. set-up on all 
its levels? 

Some of us mere contributors 
wonder at the “courage” of that 
joint allocating committee, and 
the few dozen members of the 
agency boards who nod approval, 
in arrogating to themselves the 
dread decision as to “who shall 
die and who shall live, who in the 


fullness of his days and who be- 


fore his time ... who shall be 
brought low and who shall be 
exalted.” (Our hope is that our 
readers are “among those pres- 
ent” at the right hour on Yom 
Kippur.) 

What burdened consciences 
must plague these select substi- 
tutes for Divinity as they carve 
up $100,000,000—and next year 
who knows how much? Certainly 
every cent could be expended 
profitably by J.D.C. alone—and 
probably also by U.P.A.! What 
role do we, the 99 and 44/100% 
of the contributors play in their 
decision? And how pleased are 
we to rest such unbearable re- 
sponsibility upon the shoulders 
and hearts of these meager few 
of our fellows? 

Perhaps the simplest answer 
lies in the recent decision within 
the Council of Jewish Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds. We all 
remember the nation-wide pleb- 
Sicite setting aside the carefully- 
Studied plan of National Advis- 
ory Budgeting. Overwhelming 
was the demand of local welfare- 
fund voters that they wanted no 
few experts at some central 
Point to so much as advise the 
community leaders how their 
dollars might be equitably di- 
vided. And let us bear in mem- 
ory that the merest of counsel 
and suggestion was in question. 
No control or decision whatever 


4 was involved. 


Here, under the bold direction 


| largely of Zionist forces, Ameri- 
» ean Jewry spoke out forthrightly 


unmistakably. What, then, 


is to be said for the situation of 
the United Jewish Appeal? Not 
only have the local welfare-funds 
surrendered their right even to 
be advised, but a mere handful 
of national officers seem to re- 
fuse to give advice. Instead they 
undertake themselves to decide, 
determine, and fix—for all of us 
simply to accept in proper hu- 
mility—the disposal of enormous 
funds we have supinely left to 
their discretion. 

No one dare deny that a large 
measure of wisdom and devotion 
to Israel,.as evidenced in years 
of passionate service and sacri- 
fice, resides in the U.P.A. and 
J.D.C. leaders who have bifur- 
cated our U.J.A. dollar in the 
past. For the sake of peace in 
our house, we’ should let the de- 
cisions of yesterday alone, and 
pray that whatever sins they 
might encompass—in which all 
of us share—may be forgiven on 
high. 

But now we face a 1947,. with 
an opportunity to make a new 
beginning. Today the imperative 
is pressing that our communities 
supplant the sagacity of a small 
coterie of able and _ well-inten- 
tioned public servants, and put 
in its place the sum of the wis- 
dom of all U.J.A. contributors in 
every city and hamlet in the land. 
The need to change the division 
system within the U.J.A. is not 


only morally inescapable, but it. 


comes as a direct mandate from 
the communities by reason of the 
National Advisory Budgetting 
vote, arrived at so soundly and 
democratically. 

It takes no special gift of pre- 
science to see that any new pro- 
cedure must be evolved with the 
least possible disturbance of our 
community mind and heart. Be- 
cause of this we must insist that 
the U.J.A. remain intact, both on 
the community and the national 
level. The pitiful millions we 
must serve can never be forgot- 
ten. At the same time no one will 
discount the integrity of an 
American Jewry that sees it has 
been guilty of an egregious error, 
which can be readily recitified. 

What should be done, can be 
done. The national U.J.A. can be 
responsible primarily for direct- 
ing and stimulating united cam- 
paigns in the various communi- 
ties. If necessary, it may receive 
and disburse the monies, though 
this may not be required except 
in villages without welfare-fund 
organizations. But in those hun- 
dreds of major communities that 
are organized, the decision as to 
the proportion and_= specific 
amounts which shall go to the 
J.D.C., to the U.P.A., and to the 
U.S.N.A. must—at long last, or 
once again—be made in and by 
the community itself that con- 
tributes the funds. 

How, with intelligence and 
without disruptive competition? 
The three distributing agencies 
will be duty-boifnd to determine 
precisely what their financial 
needs are for the present year. 
These shall be outlined and pre- 
sented by their leaders at a single 
national gathering of representa- 
tives of the various communities. 
As a follow-up, a trio of spokes- 
men for the three agencies will 
appear before the Boards of the 
community welfarefunds and 
present their cases at the same 
meeting, each setting a quota or 
goal, Through each community’s 
budgeting process and the vote 
of the local welfare-fund board 
(or community council) the will 
of that community shall be de- 
cided and the funds transmitted 
to the respective agency, to be 
used as before according to its 


judgment,

NO JUDAISM WITHOUT JEWISH PEOPLE, 
SAYS RABBI IN ANSWER TO SEGAL 


Editor The Jewish Post, 

In spite of all of the recent 
criticisms of Alfred Segal, I 
hasten to his defense. 

That is not to say that I agree 
with him. Far from it. I simply 
have a “prejudice” in favor of 
freedom of speech. Py 

There are, you see, good preju- 
dices. I feel certain that even Mr. 
Segal would admit that the oc- 
casional singing of “The Star 
Spangled Banner’ is a_ good 
American prejudice. 

How, then, can Mr. Segal grow 
so alarmed over Jewish ‘“preju- 
dices?” In his criticism of some 
verses of the Jewish Mother 
Goose he writes: “I just don’t 
like to see kids getting their 
prejudices so early.” Is it wrong 
for a Jewish child to be condi- 
tioned to Jewishness? 

From what'I have read of Mr. 
Segal’s columns I gather that he 
has some Jewish “prejudices,” 
too. He believes in having a 
Passove: Seder and in going to 
Temple. Is that good or bad? 

That depends on what the ob- 
jectives are. If we seek to pre- 
serve Jews, it would seem that 
we must “prejudice” our boys 
and girls, our fathers’ and moth- 
ers, in favor of Jewish identity, 
Jewish kinship, Jewish loyalties, 
Jewish teachings. If we endeavor 
to sustain Judaism there are 
prejudices in behalf of the Torah, 
ceremonials, prayers, etc. 

It seems to me that a good 
bit of our public school time is 
devoted to just this process of 
inculcating prejudices in our 
youngsters—-prejudices toward 
Thanksgiving, Armistice Day, 
Washington’s Birthday;  preju- 
dices toward democracy and the 
Bill of Rights; prejudices of pa- 
triotism and national, state and 
community loyalties. And all of 
us approve. 

Why then such a violent con- 
demnation of pro-Jewish preju- 
dices? 

Perhaps Mr. Segal has different 
objectives from the accepted 
norm in the rearing of Jewish 
children. For how, without in- 
doctrinating our boys and girls 
with a pro-Jewish bias, can we 
expect them to grow up into 
loyal, proud, devoted and devout 
Jews? 

And if Mr. Segal errs in con- 
Jewish survival. Let us give all 
our united effort, all our re 
sources toward this great hope. 
_ God's inscrutable will shall be 
done. Let us meet our travails 
in the faith that our sufferings 
were given not as an act of ven- 
geance, but for reward in the ul 
timate outcome.

stantly making a dichotomy be 
tween Judaism and the brother- 
hood of man, (as if they were 
hostile to each other), and then 
as a consequence establishes dif- 
ferent objectives for Jewish edu- 
cation, then Mr. Segal is preju- 
diced against Judaism. 

For in emphasizing the unique- 
nesses of the Jew and in preserv- 
ing the. Jewish group identity, 
we in no way compromise the 
ethical teachings of Israel. The 
brotherhood of man, peace and 
justice are merely part of that 
Jewish way of life. To ignore 
them, of course, is to do an in- 
justice to Judaism; but to make 
of them the all-in-all of Jewish 
life is equally to err. Perhaps in 
stressing the primary relation- 
ships which exist between Jews 
we are proceeding along sounder 
educational lines than those 
which Mr. Segal espouses. If we 
practice peace, justice and broth- 
erhood with our own family first, 
we are learning principles that 
we may then apply to the wider 
field of humanity. 

Judaism, the Jew, ethical 
ideals, ceremonial practice, group 
kinship—these are all individual 
glasses in a many-sided prism. 
When each is fitted into place, 
the full colors of the spectrum 
appear. Our objective in Jewish 
education should be the develop- 
ment of the “full Jew” in whom 
there is synthesized many de- 
sirable prejudices—a bias in fa- 
vor of his people, his faith and 
his fellowman. 

I would recommend to Mr. 
Segal the following formula: 
without Jewish prejudices there 
can be no Jewish people; without 
a living Jewish people there can 
be no Judaism; and without the 
existence of Judaism there has 
been taken from the world much 
of the very idealism which Mr. 
Segal so ardently champions. 

The chain breaks when the link 
of pro-Jewish prejudices is re- 
moved.

LONDON—The suicide’ in 
Washington of Dr. Norman, the 
only grandson of the late found- 
er of Zionism, Dr. Theodor 
Herzl, came as a great shock 
to British scientific circles, 
where Dr. Norman was well 
known and greatly respected. 
Dr. Norman, whose real name 
was Neuman, was twenty-eight 
years old and did important
